Brains Use Up 
| Energy No Less 


Than Pick, Shovel shoes, clothing and more 


By F. B. COLTON 
Associated Press Science Writer 
MONTREAL, Feb. 8.—The pick 
and-shovel laborer no longer need 
envy his boss who sits and thinks 
behind a desk, for a hard-thinking 
brain uses energy fast as a hard- 
working muscle, the American Col 
lege of Physicians was told Tuesday 

There is good reason to believe 
brains use up actual energy in 
thinking just as muscles do in work 
ing, though this is contrary to ideas 
formerly held said Dr Stanley 
Cobb, of Boston It accounts for 
the fact, he believes that brain 
workers, who lead a sedentary life 
often are more hungry after their 
usual menta: work than after exer 
cising in the open ait 


Brains may “blush” or turn pale 
under emotional excitemen just as 
their owners’ faces do, Dr. Cobb 
states, for there is a close connec- 
tion between blood circulation in 
the brain and a person mental 
state
